THE EFFECT OF THE SCHNAEBELLE INCI- 
DENT IN FRANCE, 


Immediate War Averted, but an Uneasy 
feeling Prevailing—The Unionist Meet-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, May 8.—Schnaebelle has ‘retired 
upon his laurels, refusing the diamond cross 
of the Legion of Honor, which the readers of 
La France newspaper were subscribing to 
purchase for him. As regards further con- 
sequences of the incident, particularly the 
forcible Germanization of Alsace-Lorraine, 
my Paris correspondent writes this morning 
as follows: ‘‘Without attaching to the in- 
flated articles of the French papers the 
importance they do not possess, it is 
hardly to be expected that the French 
people will indefinitely look on with 
composure while their former countrymen 
are being dragooned out of the countrv or be- 
ing Germanized at the sword’s point. Thus 
the uneasy feeling continues to prevail. 
Though the danger of immediate war seems to 
have been averted, it cannot be said that there 
exists anything like a firm confidence in the 
maintenance of peace, if the armed truce now 
existing can be so dcscribed. I learn that 
there is great effervescence throughout Alsace. 
If an insurrection against the Germans were 
to break out there is no doubt that it would be 
very summarily suppressed. But who would 
be rash enough to anticipate what the effect 


would be in France?’’

THE UNIONIST MEETINGS. 


The Committee Decides to Do Nothing Em- 
barrassing to the Government. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. | 

LONDON, May 3.—The proceedings at the 
recent meetings of the Unionists have been 
kept strictly private, but it is known that 
there was considerable discussion. Despite 
this, however, the party will vote as one man 
during the committee stage of the crimes bill. 
At a meeting yesterday the Unionist Commit- 
tee, which consists of Hartington, Sir Henry 
James, Bright, Chamberlain and four 
others, decided to do nothing what- 
ever which could embarrass the Im- 
perial Government. The proceedings in the 
House consist nowadays in a running fight 
over the amendments. Last night the closure 
was abruptly applied, despite the protests of 
the Liberals and Parnellites. The official 
Liberal whips named as tellers forthe divi- 
| sion, thus indicating opposition tothe closure, 
rests not on the Irish question, but is part of 
the regular action of the whole Liberal party. 
At a dinner-table last night I heard thé follow- 
ing story told, on excellent authority: When 
Parnell had signed his manifesto denouncing 
the Phenix Park murders, he laid-down his 
pen and sald: There, I believe I have signed 
my death-warrant.’’ 


England. 
GLADSTONE’S APPROPRIATE REPLY. 

LONDON, May 3.—Mr. Gladstone, in a letter 
asking to be excused from attending a meet- 
ing in favor of the anti-vaccination movement, 
gives as one of his reasons the statement that 
he is busily engaged in opposing the compul- 
sory inoculation of the whole Irish nation with 
the coercion bill. 

SIR JOHN BRENON GETS DAMAGES. 

The trial of the suit of Sir John Brenon 
against William Ridgway, publisher, for libel, 
in accusing the plaintiff of belng a Fenian and 
a former ally of the Invincibles, was continued 
to-day. Counsel for Mr. Ridgway stated that 
he was unable to call witnesses who could 
prove his charges, because the disclosing of 
the name of the writer of the Black Pamphlet 
in which the charges were made, would 
endanger his life. Neither could he call 
the detective from whom he had obtained in- 
formation to substantiate the allegations 
against Mr. Brenon, because it would involve 
a disclosure of secrets of the profession. 
Plaintiff had been brought into court as a 
stalking horse for others who dared not ap- 
pear. Mr. Ridgway deciared that the Black 
Pamphlet was written by a Fenian, whose 
destruction would be certain if his name 
became known. Mr. Brenon’s evidence 
showed that he had associated with and as- 
sisted the worst dynamiters in Paris. Counsel 
held this to have proved the case against him. 
The Judge in charging the jury said that the 
defendant had not proved justification. The 
jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff, 
awarding him £500 damages. 

EXPLOSION OF A POWDER-MILL. 

The Hounslow Gunpowder Mills, at Houns- 
low, were to-day destroyed by an explosion 
which occurred in the milling-room. One man 
was killed. Much damage was done to the 
property in the neighborhood.

OTTAWA, May %.—The editor of United 
Ireland will not have things all his own way on 
coming to this country. In conversation with 
a Cabinet Minister yesterday it was learned 
that the Government is determined that 
O'Brien shall not be permitted to make demon- 
strations that may disturb the peace. By the 
assassination of . D. MoAgee it 
was seen how easily a violent speech 
may lead to murder, and they have 
no intention of allowing the Governor- 
General to perish the same way. One of the 
most stringent laws on the Canadian statute 
books is in regard to inciting to violence. 
Under this act the Government is vested with 
large discretionary power, and if they so 
choose, they may prevent Mr. O’Brien from 
spbaking in public.

THE STATE’S CASE. 

After they had been duly sworn and had 
taken their seats in the jury box, 
Assistant Cireuit Attorney Marshal F. 
‘McDonald proceeded to make the open- 
Ing statement for the State. Before he 
nad progressed far, Mr. Harvey for the de- 
Mfense, interrupted him, and had the witnesses 
rer from the court- room. When this 

ad been done Mr. McDonald again wenton 
with his opening statement. The number of 
witnesses for both State and defense was very 
‘darge and when they had all been exciuded it 
left quite a gap in the court-room. Mr. Me- 
Donald read the section under which the de- 
fendant had been indicted, giving the 
right to try a case of lareeny from 


a railroad car in any county through 
which the train passes. He stated 
that Fotheringham at the time of the robbery 
was a messenger forthe Adams Express Com- 
pany, and wasthe only person in the car 
when it was committed. The State expected 
to show that prior to the robbery the defend- 
ant had been quietly making inquiries to get 
another position, and intended to leave their 
employ. They would also show that he had 
been making inquiries of employes of the 
company as to what night the company made 
the biggest run—carried the most money. He 
made these inquiries of two nessengers longer 
in the employ of the company, and even 
made inquiries of this character of persons 
whom he ought to know could give him 
no information on the subject. In his 
anxiety to get this information he even in- 
quired ofa porter who loads the cars if Mon- 
day night was not the heaviest night. The 
State would show that one night is decidedly 
heavier in the amount of money carried than 
any other night of the week, andthat the night 
“selected jor the robbery was the heavy night— 
‘the night on which the ‘‘Indian money was 
carried. They would show that the messen- 
gers were not supposed to know the amount 
of money in their safe, but would show that 
on this particular night Fotheringham knew 
almostto e dollar the amount in his charge. It 
would be shown that he knew that 
there was one ackage of $30,000 
from the Continental Bank of St. Louis tou 
‘bank in Kansas City. They would show 
further that the defendant knew of this pack- 
age this night, and when asked how he knew 
it, suid that he was standing near the clerks 
when they read it off, and heard the names of 
the consignor and consignee, On this night, 
us on all other nights, the name ofthe con- 
signor only was read off, and therefore, Foth- 
eringham must have gained his information by 
u personal inspection of the package. They 
would show that it was tue custom of Fother- 
ingham to enter his car fifteen or twenty 
minutes before the train left, and that on this 
articular night the porter who helps load 
he car remained in the car until three or four 
minutes of the time for the train to leave. 
Fotheringhan) claimed that the robber got in 
the car about ten minutes before the train left 
and showed him two letters—one from Mr. 
Barrett, route agent of the express company 
at Springfield, Mo., to Superintendent Dam- 
sel, requesting him to send the bearer on train 
No. 8 (Fotheringham’s train), to learn the 
oute, and another from Damsel to wotnering: 
am, instructing him to take the man with 
him ‘to Pierce City. It would be 
shown by the deposition of Wittrock, 
alias Cummings, the robber, that there 
was only one letter in the envelope 
and that was from Barrett to Damsel, and 
there was none from Damsel to Fotheringham. 
There had been a collusion between Fothering- 
ham, Wittrock, Weaver and Haight, and 
Fotheringham was tobe relieved of all sus- 
icion, but Fotheringham got mixed on the 
tters. The State would show that the letter 
written to the Globe-Democrat, dated October 
31, had been written really ten days before the 
robbery took place, and showed the plan was 
preconceived and arranged with the defend- 
ant. The amounts stolen and names of the 
banks had been filledin afterward. The pack- 
age left at the depot containing attempts at 
forging the names of Damsei and Barrett was 
a part of the scheme to clear the messenger of 
suspicion. 

Mr. McDonald then took up Engineer Heffer- 
man’s statement. He said that it would be 
shown that Oummings had not presented let- 
ters to gain admission tothe car, but had in- 
quired his way to the express car and had en- 
tered itafter the car started, the messenger 
helping him in, The State would show that 
the efendant made conflicting state- 
ments in regard to how he was attacked 
and bound. It would be shewn that 
he made four conflicting statements as to how 
he was assaulted. It would be shown that one 
man could not have bound him, and that Foth- 
eringham was fully the physical equal of Witt- 
rock, It would be shown that the messenger 
Was an athlete who prided himseif on his 
strength and would fight atthe dropof the 
hat.. The State would show that the messen- 

er had been most carefully bound, and that 

emadeno attempt whateverto defend the 
company’s property.

It was imposgible for the 
handwerehiers to retain their moisture 
that long. Fotheringham claimed the brake- 
man had cut the gag from his mouth, bug

He de- 
livered it to Messenger W. J. Lane about an 
hour after he had received it and it was still in 
good condition. Lane takes packages from 
the down-town office of the company to the 
Union Depot. He carries them in a satchel, 
and delivers them to the money clerk there. 
He checks them out package at a time. I+ 
was not unusual to receive large packages of 
money, but he could not tell by his receipts 
what amount would be taken out on any 
future run. These packages came in at all 
times. There was no special day. 

When Mr. Pogue's testimony was concluded 
a recess was taken until 2:30 this afternoon.

W. J. Lane was called at the stand. He testi-

AFRAID OF VENUE QUESTION. 

If the venue question is reached at all to-day 
it will not be until a very late hour, and it may 
not be reached until to-morrow morning. It 
until some witness 
is placed on the staud to testify eon- 
cerning the robbery itself, Cirenit 
Attorney Clover, and the State’s attorney 
feel convinced that the case will be thrown out 
of eourt as soon asthe question comes up, 
and will probably get in all the 
testimony they can against the defend 
ant before placing on the stand a wit- 
ness that will testify to the place 
of the robbery. In this way they will get in a 
lot of testimony againstthe defendant which 
he will have no opportunity to disprove, as 
the case will be thrown out of court 
before his side can offer their testi- 
mony. This, it is thought, will create 
a public sentimenf against the mes- 
senger, and will be apt to affect his proposed 
damage suit r It he were given 
an opportunity to prove his innocence and did 
so clearly, he would, no doubt, recover a 
large sum from the express company, but 
with a doubt as to his innocence, he will have 
considerable cifficulty in recovering dam ages.

The head of the ticket 
is the strongest man with the people by all 
odds in the Republican party, and the second 
name is a power of strength among the soldier 
element. The mantie of Logan has fallen to 
Fairchild’s shoulders and the old Union vol- 
unteers would supporthim with much én- 
thusiasm.’’ 

Mr. Dorsey thought no man could be named 
who would fill the second place more accept- 
ably than the Wisconsin man. He expressed 
himself in the most vigorous language con- 
cerning his belief that the Republican party 
would be successful in 1888.

„DEATH OF MOEART.“ 


Munkacsy’s Great Painting Brought to New 
York for Exhibition. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, May 3.—It will be a matter of 
surprise to the art public of the country to 
know that Munkacsy’s great painting of the 
Death of Mozart, which is generally con- 
sidered the most successful work of the Hun- 
garian master, has been in this city for some 
weeks past, andis now ready for exhibition. 
Its transportation here and passage through 


the Custom-house has been jealously guarded, 
and every effort has been made to keep its 
presence here a secret. As said 
above, the purpose of its owner, Mr. 
Sedelmeyer of Paris, who brought the 
painting with him, was to exhibit it 
as he did the ‘‘Christ Before Pilate’’ painting. 
During the past fortnight, however, some 
gentiemen who had been apprised of its com- 
ing inspected it with an idea of purchasing it, 
and there is a strong probability that it will be 
bought by one of these gentlemen and pre- 
sented to the Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
The ‘‘Death of Mozart’’ was painted some two 
years ago. When shown in London and Paris 
an orchestra stationed behind the curtain 
rendered Mozart’s ‘‘Requiem,’’ and this 
feature of the exhibition was much criticised. 
The painting itself is only halt the size of the 
„Christ Before Pilate,’’ being twenbty- 
two feet in length by eight feet high. 
It contains eleven life-sized figures. 
The dying maestro reclines in a chair tin the 
foreground; agroup of men, friends in the 
left sing the ‘‘Requiem,’’ while another accom- 
panies them on a spinet, and the pose and 
expression of the figures are very strong. Be- 
hind the master, who, absorbed in the 
music, leans forward in his chair, are a woman 
and child, the former weeping. The coloring 
is said to be fine and the whole painting to 
have a quality and tone not found in the 
„Christ Before Pilate.’’ The coming of the 
painting to America is a notable event in so 
stirring an art year as this has thus far been.

The solution was fast 
forthcoming, as willbe seen by the thrilling 
events recorded below: 

The river was over-rough Sunday. The 
wind lashed the waves high up into the air 
and the big white cap on every breaker was 
the most conclusive indication in the world 
that a shell would prove a frail protection for 
the crew hardy enough to venture out upon 
the river on such a day. Did the white caps 
make the Modocs hesitate? Not a bit of it. 
Did the wind prevent them from launching 
their shell? No. On the contrary the oarsmen 
selected the smallest and lightest paper shell in 
the Modocs’ navy,the Brighton Humphrey, 
and shouldered it over to the bank. In a mo- 
ment the men were in their seats, and as the 
oars dipped gracefully in the water the craft 
sped out into mid-stream like an arrow. 

THE SPECTATORS 
on the shore saw the boat dwindle by degrees 
until, when in the middle, it looked like a 
long black streak. The oarsmen in the shell, 
however, had by this time realized the mis- 
take they had made in venturing out upon 80 
rough a river in so frail a shell. 

The waves, which were rolling high over 
the boat, began to ll it by degrees and in a 
few moments the Modocs were thoroughly wet 
through and the boat heavy and unmanageable. 
Messrs. Miller, Scobie, Asman and Paramore 
now began to pull fur the IIlinois shore with 
all the speed the water-logged condition of the 
boat would permit, but the progress was 
alarmingly slow and the labor ungrateful and 
exhaustive. The crew now began to appreci- 
ate the gravity of the situation and expressed 
the wish that the craft was heavier or the 
river more smooth. 

And now something occurred that alarmed 
the menin reality and rendered the danger 
imminent, if not inevitable. The stern air- 
chamber of the boat burst with an explosion 
like a pistol and the bow rose up, leaving 
about five feet of the shell above and the 
balance under the water. The Modocs were 
unceremoniously spilled out into the 
yeasty waves, but their presence of 
mind enabled them to seize the 
sides of the boat and paddle for shore with the 
free hand. Half the river was still befora them 
with the rather unpleasant alternative of be- 
ing chilled to death by the icy water in the 
effort to reach shore or of being fished in later 
on as 

A FLOATER 
at Carondelet. A passing ferry, however, no- 
ticed the men floundering in the river and 
gave the alarm. It was responded to by three 
men with boats, who rescued the crew and 
landed them safely on the Illinois shore. 

The Modocs were about to express their 
**heartfelt thanks“ to their preservers, but 
were slightly astonished when the men de- 
manded $100 each from the crew for havin 
saved their lives. Mr. Miller, who maintaine 
his shrewdness in spite of the little affair, took 
the menin hand and by fifteen minutes of 
cogent argument well a 2 induced the 
rescuers to come down to 0 per head. This 
they grumbiingly accepted and a ferry carried 
the gallant crew back to their boat- house.

Arsenal Isiand, and, b ng the loss of a seat 
and a broken chamber- K. 16 still intact. Mr. 
Paramore now considers himselt a full-fledged 
Modoc, and thinks that rowing in the West 
has a charm and a thrilling fascination utterly 
unknown to the collegé workin Eastern boat- 
ing.

BIRMINGHAM’S PLEA. 

The conference between the Interstate 
Commission and the Birmingham iron- 
men at Mobile illustrated one phase of 
the long-and-short-haul question very 
clearly. 

The Secretary of the Tennessee and 
Alabama Coal, Iron and Railway Com- 
pany of Birmingham stated that his cor- 
poration was the owner of 180,000 acres of 
land and had a capital of $10,000,000 and a 
bonded debt of $6,000,000, and that out- 
side of its Birmingham works it employed 
10,000 people, presumably in mining 
and transporting material by rail or 
otherwise. He stated that iron could be 
made cheaper at Birmingham than else- 
where, and that with favorable railroad 
rates, before the interstate law went into 
effect, his company’s sales were 600 tons 
daily, but these had been reduced to 100 
tons daily under the new law, although 
the long-and-short-haul clause had been 
suspended south of the Ohio river. His 
explanation of the falling off was that 
the enforcement of the law as to railroads 
north of the Ohio river had prevented 
the company from obtaining a renewal of 
old freight contracts under which it had 
been able to sell iron in Detroit, St. Louis, 
and other markets now supplied by the 
iron-producers of New York, New En- 
gland, Pennsylvania, Missouri, Michi- 
gan, etc. 

In justification of the favorable rates 
which enabled this big company to under- 
sell other iron-producers in their own local 
markets, 500 or 1,000 miles from Birming- 
ham, the Secretary offered no plea except 
that the old rates made business for the 
roads, and that the cheapening of iron 
benefited fifty consumers for every manu- 
facturer it harmed. 

This plea is unanimously rejected by 
iron-producers when it is put forth as an 
argument against the high tariff on im- 
ported iron. Here it is used as an argu- 
ment against such an equalization of 
transportation rates as would secure to 
each iron- producer his natural right tothe 
benefits of his location, according 
to his nearness to market. One par- 
ticular interest or locality in the iron 
trade asks that the law providing 
for 
shall be set aside, and that the raiiroads 
shall be permitted to overcharge local 
shipments in order to recoup their losses 
in delivering Birmingham iron in distant 
markets so as to undersell the iron of the 
local producers. If the damage to these 
local producers is compensated by the 
saving in cheaper iron to consumers, what 
compensates the intermediate shippers 
who are to be overcharged in order to give 
Birmingham this advantage? 

If Birmingham’s former rates were 
reasonable and tainted with no unfair dis- 
crimination, there is positively nothing 
in the new law to prevent the railroads 
from renewing them. If unfair or 
obtained by placing watered manufactur- 
ing stocks with rings of railroad managers, 
who were thus bribed to wrong railroad 
patrons and stockholders both, the new 
law cannot be enforced too rigidly against 
all such arrangements. Moreover, it 
appeared in the course of the conference 
that only three of the Southern roads had 
returned to their former rates after the 
suspension of the fourth section, and that 
the increased rates complained of as to 
roads north of the Ohio were in most cases 
local rates which only State law can 


control.

‘‘NOTHING in this act shall apply to the 
“oarriage, storage or handling of property 
“free or at reduced rates for the United

pauper passengers, even for a city

DON'T WANT IT. 


Speaker Carlisle Not a Candi- 
date for United States 
Senator, 


The Kentucky Statesman Dis- 
cusses Important Politic- 
al Questions, 


A Substantial Reduction of Taxes by the 
Next House Certain—Repeal of Internal 
Revenue Taxes Not Pr * 
Cleveland’s Administration Praised—New 
England Republican Business Men Solid 
for Cleveland—Reducing the Surplus. 


LOUISVILLE, Ry., May 8.—The Hon. John G. 
Carlisle arrived here yesterday from his home 
in Covington. He eomes to attend the State 
Democratic Convention, of which, it is gener- 
ally understood, he will be chairman. He is 
accompanied by Mrs. Carlisle. The Courier- 
Journal this morning publishes the following 
interesting interview with him: 

Mr. Carlisie’s reception of the reporter was 
entirely pleasant, and he graciously assented 
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John G. Carlisle. 
to the latter’s request for an interview. Said 
the reporter: There isa good deal of curi- 
osity in Kentucky, which amounts to anxiety 
in certain places, not to mention enthusiasm 
in most places, to know whether you area 
candidate to succeed Mr. Beck in the United 
States Senate. The Courier-Journal would 
like to know authoritatively if you are, or ex- 
pect to be a candidate?’’ 

There was not the slightest hesitation on 
Mr. Carlisle's part about answering the ques- 
tion. He replied t once with a frankness that 
was charming: My relations, or rather my 
apparent relations, to the contest for that 
position have not been satisfactory to me for 
some time, and Ihave intended to make a 
public statement upon the subject, but no 
proper occasion has been presented, and 
consequently I have said nothing, except 
to a few personal friends, Two or three 
months ago I said, in substance, that although 
not a candidate for the office, I would accept 
it if elected by the Legislature, and would 
serve to the bestof my ability. This was re- 
garded in some guarters as an announcement 
of my candidacy, while in others it was not so 
regarded. It was certainly not intended by 
me to convey the impression that I was then, 
or would, under any circumstances, become a 
candidate, and I am glad of this opportunity 
to correct that impression wherever it may 
exist. 

DON’T WANT TO BE SENATOR, 

I have no desire to go to the Senate and do 
not want my name considered in connection 
with the position. In fact, I do not know that 
it has been thought of to any considerablee x- 
tent in making nominations for the Legisla- 
ture or otherwise, but letters received by me 
from various parts of the State indicate that 
there are some who regard me as one of the 
If I am to remain in 
public life at all, aseat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives is entirely satisfactory to me, and 1 
can serve the ‘people there at least as well as 
in the Senate.’’ 

This answer was so explicit that there was 
nothing further to remark about the Senator- 
ship. The reporter, therefore, shifted his 
position somewhat and asked: 

THE TARIFF QUESTION. 

What do you think of the prospect for are- 
duction of the tariff by the next Congress? 

„J can only give you my opinion 60 far as 
the House is concerned,’’ replied Mr. Car- 
lisle. The Senate, being a Republican 
body, no one can say with accuracy 
what it is likely to do. I believe 
the next House will unquestionably 
pass a bill to reduce very materially the cus- 
toms duties. Ido not, however, expect to see 
the passage of such a bill as the revenue- 
reform Democrats would like to have. But I 
think there will be a substantial reduction. 
You see, we have now arrived at the point in 
tarriff agitation where a reduction of taxation 
is absolutely necessary. The large and 
growing Treasury surplus makes it neces- 
sary. There is no possible way 
to escape 10. All the methods 
proposed in that direction are, for the most 
part absurdities. The sentiment fora reduced 
tariff is growing steadily, especially in the 
Northwest. Now, coupling this growing senti- 
ment with an absolute necessity for a reduc- 
tion, I think it requires little powers of poli- 
tical prophecy to assert with confidence that a 
reduction must come. 

REPUBLICANS MUST HELP. 

The bill reducing the tariff must be passed, 
however, with the help of the Republican 
votes. The defection in our ranks, caused by

THE INTERNAL REVENUB TAXES. 

Is there any likelihood that the scheme to 
repeal the internal revenue taxes will suc- 
oed!“ 

think there win be no repeal of the in- 
ternal taxes, and there certainly ought not to 
be. Yét it might occur in the efforts to get 
through a bill reducing the tariff that some 
compromises should be made. Under the 
circumstances, with an opposition Sen- 
ate, and with a division of opinion among 
Democratic Representatives, a compromise 
that was fair would be honorable. In sucha 
state of the case the tobacco tax might be re- 
pealed. I see Senator Sherman talks about 
reducing the tobacco tax. In my opinion, if 
that taxis disturbed at all, it ought to be re- 
pealed. It is now eight cents per pound and 
it would look like trifling about small things 
to simply reduce it, say one-half or one-third. 
It is a cherry that if bitter at all may as well be 
swallowed entirely. It is true that the tax yields 
an annual revenue of nearly $80,000,000. 
But in order to get a similar re- 
duction in the customs list it might be well to 
let the tax on tobacco go. The whisky tax 
should be left undisturbed. You will find 
these tariff reform Republicans, of whomI 
spoke & mpment ago, are all opposed to ro- 
pealing the internal revenue taxes.’’ 

THE ADMINISTRATION. 

„J presume, Mr. Carlisle, said the re- 
porter, ‘‘that Mr. Cleveland’s administration 
is now old enough for intelligent observers 
to form an estimate of it. I would be glad to 
know what you think of it?“ 

Said Mr. Carlisle: President Cleveland has 
given to the country a safe, strong, clean and 
healthy administration. The complaints that 
he has not turned out the Republican office- 
holders as rapidly as he should are éxagger- 
ated. He has acted, as he honestly believed, 
for the best interests of the country and his 
party, and you will find upon investigation 
that he is very strong with the people. 
He has made us a good President. 
I think he is the most  industri- 
ous man 1 ever saw. He certainly 
works too hard, but it all comes from his hon- 
est desire to make his administration satis- 
factory to himself and the people. Mr. Oleve- 
land desires nothing more than the approval 
of his own conscience and the just commenda- 
tion of the country. These he can not fall to 


have. 
NO CAUSE FOR COMPLAINT. 


Is there not some just cause of complaint 
concerning his somewhat supereilious treat- 
ment of men who hold office under him?’’ 

‘*Rightly understood, there is not. Mr. 
Cleveland, you must remember, held the of- 
fice of Sheriff in Erie County, New York, and 
after that he was Mayor of Buffalo. In both 
these positions he was brought into direct 
contact with his subordinates, who require d, 
no doubt, careful attention, and in this way 
he acquired the habit of personal supervision 
of appointees. That habit, doubtiess, sticks 
to him in some degree. It wouid be 
strange if it did not. You see, he 
came very rapidly from the Mayoralty, 
through the Governorship, intothe Presi- 
dency. No man’s elevation was ever more 
rapid. In Mr. Cleveland’s case some little 
time must be allowed for him to accustom 
himself to his new surroundings. 4 

EASTERN REPUBLICANS FOR CLEVELAND. 

There is another thing I want to say about 
Mr. Cleveland. With himas a candidate for 
re-election New England will be doubtful. 
You would be astonished to find 
the number of business men in the 
Republican party in Massachusetts and 
all New England who are for Mr. Cleve- 
land. When 1 was in Boston, a short time 
ago, I was amazed to learn that the Republic- 
an members of several prominent clubs were 
practically solid for Mr. Cleveland. There is 
another good thing, too, about those Mug- 
wumps, as we call them. They are nearly all 
tariff-reformers, If they are properly culti- 
vated they willnot be long getting into the 
Democratic party, where they will be Mug- 
wumps no longer, but just as good Democrats 
as the rest of us. 

REDUCING THE SURPLUS. 

Getting back to the Treasury surplus fora 
moment, what have you to say about the 
several plans proposed for getting rid of that 
surplus without redacing taxation?“ 

They are all jobs and tricks and unworthy 
of serious consideration. Now let us look for 
a moment at the bill providing for Federal aid 
to education. Its effects must be apparent to 
every intelligent observer. The promoters 
of that scheme say that the Federal appropria- 
tions would not continue longer than eight 
years. Isay, once begun, they would con- 
tinue fora thousand years, and why? The 
reason f— plain. The certain effect of Federal 
aid would be the demoralization and uiti- 
mately the destruction of our State systems 
of education. At the end of the eight years 
the “tates would be entirely dependent on the 
general Government for an educational fund 
and Federal aid would then be a necessity 
from which there would be no escape.’’ 

After a short further talk on personal and 
general matters the reporter withdrew greatly 
pleased at the result of his interview with the 
gentieman who ia to-day the most conspicu- 
ous figure in the politics of this country.

A SLICK PAIR. 
HOW w. H. ARMOUR” AND HIS PARTNER 
FOOLED COUNTRY MERCHANTS. 


Wholesale Orders Sent to Points Throughout 
the Union and a Rich Harvest of Ship- 
ments—Goods Sold to Retail Grocers at 
Lees Than Cost and the Money Spent on 
„Poker and the Girls’”—A Beardiess 
Swindier and His Victims, — 


The police yesterday broke up the business 
ot Wm. H. Armour,“ who has been doing a 
wholesale and retail grocery trade for 
about a month past at 1209 North High 
street. The police have been on the 
lookout for Armour for some time 
and about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
Detectives Tracey and Tucker swooped down 
upon him in the st. James Hotel and took him 
in. At the same time they arrested T. P. 
Johnson, supposed to be his partner in busi- 
ness. The prisoners were taken to the Four 
Courts. Johnson, when searched, had $500 in 
his pocket and Armour had $8 on his person. 
‘The baggage of the pair was found to 
contain startling evidence of their past 
misdemeanors. Armour was found to have 
operated under the name of Thomas H. King 
& Co., at 180 Michigan avenue, Detroit, and to 
have left that city with $10,000 unpaid bills 
banging over him. He also operated in Chi- 
cago at 230 W. Washington avenue, under the 
name of Thomas H. Farwell, and in New 
York under the firm name of W. W. Long- 
fellow & Co. To all appearances the Detroit 
haul was the largest made by him, for the 
amount obtained in St. Louis will not much 


exceed. $5,000. 
ARMOUR’S METHOD 
was an old one, but it was worked here with 


an amount of assurance and with a success 
that points very strongly to some one behind 
the youthful chief - operator. About a 
month ago Armour or, as he is known in other 
cities, H. J. Pullen, rented the room at 1209 
High street for a month. He put out no sign to 
indicate the presence of a big business house 
but apparently studiously concealed his iden- 
tity and presence in the vicinity from all buta 
few. Some letter-heads were printed bearing 
the name of William H. Armour, and in ad- 
dition to the High street address the numbers 

and 1302 Carr street. A number of busi- 
ness letters were then indicted something after 
this style: 

Gorham Creamery Co., Fayette County: 

GENTLEMEN—Yours of the 29th at hand. 
When you have it in stock you may express 
me four sixty- pound tubs of your butter at 23 
and A on the track. I may give — a * 
trade. I will pay every week. References, R. 
G. Dun & Co, and Bradstreets. , 

St. Louis, 4—30, 1887. 

This is a copy of a letter found on Pulien’s 
person, evidently part of a correspondence 
with the parties to whom it is addressed. The 
reference to the commercial agencies was, it 
is almost unnecessary to say, entirely unau- 
thorized. These letters were addressed to 
mills, dairies, etc.,at obscure points or places 
where Pullen supposed the merchants ad- 
dressed would not be subscribers to the com- 
mercial agencies or would not have the time 
ortake the trouble to investigate. He cov- 
ered an enormous territory, for returns have 
come in from points ali through the West and 
from towns in different p of New York 
State. It was not long before inquiries began 
to come in to the mercantile agencies, many of 
them accompanied by Armour’s letters. Ar- 
mour was investigated, evidences of fraud dis- 
covered and the police notified. The arrest 
was made probably just in time to prevent the 
sudden departure of the parties implicated for 
their month was up and the neighborhood 
was becoming rather warm for them. 

MR. YOUNG, 
the chief clerk of R. G. Dun & Co.’s office in 
this city, said this meres: „We have had 
inguiries about Armour since April 6. We 
sent a man up to investigate him. He found

He 
promised to remit promptly but he did not, 
We waited some six days and then made draft, 
but he did not pay it, but asked for a few days 
and he would remit.

It will be gladly received.’ 

ARMOUR'S OPE RATIONS 
must have been very extensive, because we 
have had as many as forty and fifty inquiries 
at one time about him. Our Louisville agency 
wrote us that there were some twenty in- 
quiries in that office about him, many of them 
from country millers. We had a great many 
inguiries from New York State. He had or- 
dered flour all through that section. 

The mercantile agencies were not the only 
persons referred to by Armour, or Pullen. He 
also gave as a reference Henry Meyer, the 
wholesale grocer, and Mr. Meyer was in re- 
ceipt of a number of letters inquiring about 
him.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 8.—Seoretary Fatr- 
child sent the following letter yesterday 
afternoon to Surveyor Beattie, New York: 
As recommended in your letter of April 11, 
the removal of J. M. Wyatt, Deputy Surveyor 
of Customs at your port, is hereby authorized 
to take effect immediately upon the receipt of 
this communication.’’ ba ing 
Mr. Wyatt was seen last night. ‘‘Iam not 
surprised, he said, **at the act 
of Secretary Fairchild in approving 
Mr. Beattie’s recommendation of my 
dismissal, as I had been expecting it for 
several days. The fact of it is I told the Presi- 
dent and Secretary last week that I did not 
care to continues longer in the Custom-house 
under Mr. Beattie. Mr. Faircniid informed me 
that there were no charges against me on file 
in his Department. I have been employed in 
the Custom-house for nine years. My backers 
included Mr. Manning and the leading men in 
the Tammany organization. I think, perhaps, 
my appointment as Deputy Surveyor was due 
to Mr. Manning’s influence. I had always been 
a Democrat, but have never been identified 
with either Tammany or Irving Hall. Mr. Beat- 
tie sent me word Sunday that he would like 
to have my resignation. He said he had no 
charges to prefer against me, but that 
wanted my place for a personal friend. I de- 
clined to give him my resignation. I never had 
any trouble with Mr. Beattie. Our personal 
relations have been friendly always. It is not 
true that I opposed Mr. Beattie’s confirmation. 
My removal is purely a matter of politics. As 
Deputy Surveyor I had nothing to do withthe 
1 ofthe office, but there are some 
ersons em loyed under the Surveyor 

and Mr. Beattie desired me to tecommend re- 
movals, which I found necess to refuse. I 
endeavored to conduct my office on civil ser- 
vice principles and would not recommend a 
dismissal without sufficient cause. That’s 
what Mr. Beattie objected to.

It was some half-dozen years ago that the 
local sprinkling contractors were astonished 


* 
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public who use the streets and who insist 
upon an intelligent distribution of water. It 
is not the driver's fault. Poor fellow, he only 
follows orders. A thorough idea of 
the indifference of the sprinkler to 
the needs of the public and the 
dictates of common sense may be seen on any 
street almost any day. On steets running 
east and west, during the afternoon, half of 
the roadway is in shadow, while the rest is 
dry and dusty. On the shady side the water 
from the previous sprinkling still makes the 
ground moist, but that makes no differ- 
ence to the sprinkler. After wetting 
the dry side, upon which the sun is biazing, 
the driver keeps the same head on and comes 
down the damp side flooding the already moist 
ground, whichis at once changed into mud. 
What does he care? Nothing. Suppose a car- 
riage-owner kioks. The prompt answer is that 
the sprinkling is not done for him, but for the 
people in the block who, may be, don’t have 
carriages. And so the mud factory serenely 
proceeds with its work. 

The effect of this ignorance is the most 
plainly observable on Grand avenue. Proba- 
bly nobody who has ever left Sportsman's 
Park or the Fair Grounds late in the afternoon 
has failed to get his carriage splashed 
with mud before reaching Washington avenue. 

The cause lay not inthe sprinkling, but in 
the stupidity that directed the application of 
the water. Whenthe hour comes around for 
the evening sprinkling the driver loads his 
cart and begins to shower the beautiful grav- 
eled boulevard. It makes no difference 
to him if the sun has been 
clouded since the previous sprinkling 
and the street is still damp. He is paid for 
sprinkling and he’s going to do it. And he 
does it and the boulevard is changed into a 
sea of mud. The devotion of the sprinkler to 
his duty is something remarkable. He has 
been seen on his seat with a rubber coat on 
calmly moving up and down the street run- 
ning opposition to a brisk rain storm.’ 

It can readily be seen what a change would 
be wrought by ageneral system. All streets 
being wet down, each street would need 


much less water. The contractors doing their 
work,not for the benefit of a few residents, but 
for the entire city, they would adjust their 
sprinkling to the needs of the public, and any 
complaint of the superfluous use of water 
would receive a hearing from the Board 
of Public Improvements, In other 
words, the condition of things now 
is this: Where there is no mud there is dust, 
and where there is no dust there is generally 
mud. 8

Peter 
Joseph Glynn, prior of Santa Mariain Poster- 
ula, Rome, arrived here yesterday by the 
Aurania.

Father Bernard O’Hanlon of the same com- 
munity, ‘‘My object in visiting the Unitea 
States, sald Father Glynn to a reporter, ‘‘is 
to raise money to build a chureh in Ro to 
the memory of 8t. Patrick. Engiand has 
already three churches and Sootland one; in 
fact every nationality is represented except 
Ireland. When every church of Santa Maria was 
expropriated, it was suggested that we build 
another. The Pope asked to whom we should 
dedicate it, Isaid to St. Patrick. His Holl 
ness expressed astonishment that there should 
be no Irish church in Rome, and was pleased 
with the idea. hmen who have built so 
many churohes elsewhere ought to have one 
in Rome. The new St. Patricks will befor 
English speaking people who visit Rome. It 
will be served by priests of the order of St. 
Augustine. The site, which is already pur- 
chased, is to be in the Villa Ludovicia, in New 
Rome. The Holy Father has sent letters in 
reference to the matter of the United States, 
England, Ireland, Scotland, Australia and 
India. Already much money has been sub- 
scribed in England, Australia, Ireland and 
Scotland.

It had been sent 
over from Cincinnati by the _ Stri- 
bels, who had the largest sprinkling 
monopoly in the United States. This 
firm now controls the sprinking of 
Oineinnati, Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas 
City. Their methods of securing a foothoid 
are like those employed by every other strong 
and aggressive corporation. They enter a 
city aud say, ‘‘Weare going to do the sprink- 
ling; if not for money,for love; anyway, 
we are going to do it.“ And forth- 
with they launch their carts and 
proceed to sprinkle. Backed by immense 
capital they have been able to sprinkle for 
nothing a whole season or more. The effect 
“@an easily be imagined. The local contractors 
Vvould be forced to divide territory with them 
“and that secured, of course the gratuitous 
sprinkling would cease and in place of it 
would come a scale of prices that would make 
the public wince. 
Such were the tactics employed in St. Louis. 
For many weeks sprinkling carts, splendialy 
equipped, drove around surprising the people 
with free water. Nobody was slighted in the 
district selected by the newcompany. Every 
portion of the street was beautifully 
watcred, and the alternate streaks of 
dust and mud which now show 
the ‘sprinkler’s love of variety were 
missing. When the free sprinkling began the 
other contractors laughed and said it wouldn’t 
lastiong. Butit did. It took in a whole sum- 
mer and closed the season with a vigor that 
threatened a continuation of the ‘‘love’’ sys- 
tem the next year. The contractors saw their 
danger, and quietly took the new company 
intotheir fold. The next year there was har- 
mony and peace among the contractors, but 
the dream of free water was over for the pub- 
lic, which has since paid dearly for that brief, 
gweet moment of relief. 


Pai THE EFFECT ON THE PRICES 
Was instantaneous. There was a general stif- 
fening all along the line.

From this change in the prices came a change 
in the receipts of the contractors, which have 
been steadily growing until now they can 
afford to smile at Granite Mountain stock and 
the tales of the wealth that lies hidden in the 
ground. They find theirs on top of the 
ground, The extent to which they find it can 
be determined by taking a glance at the profits 
made by the two largest contractors in the 
city—the St. Louis Improved Street Sprinkling 
Company and the Schuremans. These two 
sprinkling concerns cover 700 blocks. The 
receipts per block per month are placed at 
$40, although it was a boast of the former com- 
pany several years ago that they got as much 
as $50 out of some blocks.

‘*All sprinkling shall be done with two-horse 
wagons which carry a tank holding 600 gallons. 
The wagon must be provided with springs and 
must have tires not less than two and one-half 
inches in width. Thesprinkler shall be go ar- 
ran.ed that the discharge of water can readily 
be stopped by the driver on either hulf of the 
sprinkier. The sprinkler shall be made of gal- 
vanized iron, and shall be curved at each end. 
The holes in the sprinkler shall not be more 
than one-half inch apart, and there shall not 
be more than two rows of holes, except on its 
curved end, where four may be used. The 
number and diameter of the holes shall be as 
follows: On macadamized streets, 300 holes 
one-eighth inch diameter;on streets paved 
with blocks, 374 holes; on monolithic asphal - 
tum, 258 holes. 

A NEW DEVICE. 

But this requirement of having holes in 
sprinklers has not met with the approval of 
all the contractors this year, and a device 
has come into use this spring which is being 
employed to increase the cart’s facilities for 
making mud. Instead of holes in the sprink- 
ler a two-inch slot is used, Through this the 
water pours in a flood, at the start spreading 
out toa width of twenty-five or twenty-six 
feet and — dwindling down toa thin 
sheet of water. t will be seen that this ar- 
rangement is admirably fitted, both for cover - 
— g the street with water and flushing the gut- 
ers.

A THRILLING SIGHT. 


Patrick Ford Runs Through the Streets 
Slashing Himself With a Knife. 


New YORK, May 3.—When lower Broadway 
andthe City Hall Park were crowded with 
pedestrains yesterday afternoon, a man ran 
through the crowded park with his throat cut 
and a bloody knife in his hand. His appear- 
ance created the wildest excitement and even 
the tramps joined in the race after the man, 
while women and children ran away 
screaming.

Justas he got opposite 
the main entrance to the City Hall, on the 
plaza, he took the knifein his left hand and 
made a ferocious thrust with it at the right side 
of his neck, —＋ 4 a fearful wound, Ashe 
ran he left a trail of blood behind him, but the 
sight of this only seemed to infuriate him, for 
he continued to hack at his throat 
with the knife. He hada clear course, for 
the people in the park fied to the 
wire fence on each side, some yelling ‘‘mur- 
der, and police. The scene attracted 
hundreds of people who were on Park Row 
and Broadway, and Bs 4 3,000 rsous fol- 
lowed the furious man in his flight across the 


park. 

The man was nearing Broadway where a 
big crowd had gathered. Truckmen had 
stopped. The cars blocked the street and the 
sidewalk was packed. The crowd wavered 
for a moment when the furious man came on, 
brandishing his bloody knife, and then 
began to start on a stampede. A 
big policeman, however, placed himself be- 
tween the man and the crowd, and as he came 
up caught him by the left arm and wrested the 
bloody knife from him. The man made a 
slight show of resistance, which was easily 
overcome by the policeman, who took him to 
the station-house. It is believed that he will 
recover. He said his name was Patrick Ford, 
but he would give no reason for his attempt to 
kill himself.

tion. Gov. Wilson, a man of rare sagacity, 
did not state the election of a Senator as a pur- 
pose of convening the Legislature, and hence 
it is prohibited by our State constitution from 
entering upon an election.’’ 

gut does not the constitution of the United 
— compel an election by the present ses - 
sion?“ 

‘‘Obviously not. The constitution of the 
United States never contemplated such an 
anomalous Legislature as ours now sitting. It 
is not the depository of the sovereignity ofthe 
State. When the framers used the words, ‘the 
Legislature’ they meant that plenary and 
fully endowed Legislature which alone was 
then known to them or to the institutions of 
the country. ’’ 

How about the act of Congress?“ 

THE FEDERAL ACT. 

**The act does not apply to our seesion, It 
directs the ballotting to commence on the 
second Tuesday ‘after meeting and organiza- 
tion.’ But our present session, by express 
statute, continues the original organization as 
formed on the 12th of January last. The ae. 
islature elected in 1886, having commenced to 
baliot at its regular session on the second 
Tuesday after I. and organization, in 
pursuance of the act of Congress, and contin- 
ued to balloteach day until it adjourned sine 
die, has exhausted its power under that act 
and can not form anew ‘joint assembly.’ No 
new ‘joint assembly’ can be formed under the 
act of Congress until the meeting and organi- 
zation of the regular biennfal session in 1889.“

because by this course alone can it hold the 
constitutionality of my State and carry out 
the spirit and intention of the framers of the 
Constitution of the United states.

The cburse of their married career was 
not smooth and a separation took place, Miss 
Blande asserting that her husband treated her 

« cruelly. She returned to her native shores 
and Mr. Solomon remained here. He after- 
ward wentto England where Miss Gray had 
him arrested on a oreo of bigamy. He 
escaped conviction, an then Miss Grey 
brought a suit for diverce and a decree 
was granted her. Mr. Solomon returned 
to America and was smitten with the 
charms of Miss Lillian Russell. He pro- 
duced ‘‘Virginia’’ at the Bijou Opera-house 
with Miss Russell in the leading role. 
The attachment between the composer and the 
prima donna ripened and they were finally 
married in New Jersey. They then left this 
country, although the lady was under con- 
tract to appear at the Standard. In England 
they produced several operas which were not 
successful. 

THEY RETURNED TO AMERICA, 
organized a company and went on the road. 
The next news was that Mr. Solomon had left 
Miss Russell. Both parties were interviewed 
and both declared there was no misunder- 
standing between them.

LONDON, May 8.—[Copyright 1887.]—There is 
to be a choir of nearly 250 voices at the jubilee 
thanksgiving service in Westminster Abbey, 
and the singers are to be placed in the gallery 
on each side of the chancel. In the first aisle 
from the organ loft there will be the whole 
of the Abbey ghoir, and the remainder of the 
space will de devoted to the choirs of St. 
Paul's Cathedral, St. George's Chapel, Wind- 
sor, ofthe Chapels Royal of St. James and 
White Hall, Temple Church and of All Saints 
Church, as wellas numerous special singers 
who are willing to attend. The Queen is 
to sit in the .Coronation chair with the royal- 
ties and court officials around her and behind 
her.

The opposition of the lady’s mother will pre- 
vent the ceremony from taking place before 
August. Mile Helene already possesses an 
immense fortune, and her dot will amount to 
$30,000,000, a sum of which her future husband 
has only read of in romances, Mile. Helene 
has purchased the splendid mansion of the 
late Baron Hirsch as the future residence for 
herself and her husband. 

THE GREAT TURNER PAINTING. 

Iam indebted to a gentleman whose author- 
ity is beyond question, forthe following his- 
tory ofthe great Turner painting of Antwerp, 
which was sold for 6,500 guineas on Saturday. 
It was exhibited in the Royal Academy in 1833, 
and was priced at £200. Even at that figure it 
was not sold. It returned to the painter’s 
studio and remainedthere eleven years. The 
late Mr. Bicknell bought it on the 14th of Feb- 
ruary, 1844, for 300 guineas. Consequently the 
catalogue erred in saying that it was painted 
for Mr. Bicknel!. At the sale ofthe Bicknell 
collection on the 25thof April, 1863, it was 
sold to Messrs. Agnew for £2,655 and 10 
shillings, who immediately resold it to the 
late Mr. Graham for £3,000. It was sold by 
Turner to Bicknell as ‘‘Van Goyen Looking 
For a Subject, though he had previously 
suggested ‘‘Van Goyen Going,’’ under which 
title it has always since been known. It is 
possibly the finest specimen in existence of 
the great artist of that period. The other 
Turner in the sale, ‘‘The Wreck Buoy,’’ is 
also an extremely well-known picture, and its 
only fetching 1,000 guineas may be accounted 
for. by its being in bad order. All sorts of 
prices were talked of during the week for the 
great Gainsborough, ‘‘The Misses Ramus,’’ 
and the final contest was literally a war of 
giants. It lay between Sir Charles Tennant 
and Alfred de Rothschild. Theformer secured 
it at the price of 9,500 guineas. 

THE GENESTA.

FRIENDS AGAIN, 


McCaffrey and Sullivan Shake Hands and 
„Make Up.” 


Macon says: Dominick McCaffrey has taken 
a hotel at Sea Isle City for the summer, and 
there hopes to getridfofthe malaria with 
which his system is now saturated, There 
has been considerable surprise expressed at 
his making up with Sullivan, and various 


theories advanced to account for it have been 
published. The facts in the case are substan- 
tially as follows: Up to the time that the 
match between Dominick and McCoy was 
made in Boston Mac“ was one of the great- 
est admirers that Sullivan had.

him. This he would not have been able 
to have done had time not been called 
prematurely in the, third round, when 
Sullivan had knock him to his knees and 
had him so dazed that he would have had him 
at his mercy had he been compelled to resume 
fighting in ten seconds. The minute’s rest 
that he gotand the attention of his seconds 
brought him around all right, and at the end 
of the fight he was the fresher man. 

His experience with Sullivan that day led 
him for atime to believe. that if he ever met 
him again for a stated nuraber of rounds or to a 
mch, be could outstay him if he could get past 
the urst four rounds, and it was this belief that 
made him announce bie willingness to take 
Jem Smith’s pense at the Polo grounds last 
Fourth of July on the same terms that the 
Englishman was to get. Without knowing it, 
Dominick went to pieces after his fight with 
Sparrow Golden, and when he met Pat Farrell 
and John Fallon he was not himself at all. 
The set back he got in these encounters wor- 
ried him greatly, and when Sullivan went to 
Philadelphia, Dom went to Pat Sheedy, who 
treated him very decéntly. He believed that 
a tour through tue country would do him 
zood, and be the speediest means of rostoring 
him to perfect health. It was  sug- 
gested to Sheedy that, inasmuch as it was 
patent to all that Sullivan would not be able to 
use his lame hand ina fight for some time, it 
would be a benefit to him and to McUaffrey to 
bring them together and restore cordial rela- 
tions between them with a view to having Mc- 
Caffrey join the Sullivan combination to spar 
with him and to take all fights off his hands 
for the time being. This would be an admis- 
sion of the champion’s superiority by Mc- 
Caffrey, for it would practically be saying to 
Cardiff and others: ‘‘McCaffrey recogn {nes 
that Sullivan is the undoubted 
pion, He will tight you in his 
stead.

CHAMPION OF TWO CONTINENTS. 


An Interesting Comparison ofthe World’s 
Great Breweries, 


Decidedly the greatest beer producing coun- 
tries in the world are Germany and Austria. 
The manufacture of the national beverage 
and its consumption is a matter of investiga- 
tion and comment for every traveler that has 
visited and written of those States. Many 
have gone behind the commercial feat- 
ure of the industry, and have found 
in the production, fostered and protected 


as itis by the Government, a solution of the 
stability of the people. The people them- 
selves instead of fretting under the ordinary 
cares of life that carry more volatile neighbors 
into insurrection absorb a philosophical quiet 
with the nectar of Gambrinus that saves them 
from the consequence of rashness. Sm 
wonder that they cherish their colosgal 
— and that the Government fosters 
them. 

The last annual official statistical showin 
the product in Germany and Austria has just 
been received here. he largest .brewery in 
Germany is the — Brewery of Munich, 
owned by Gabriel Sedimayr. In 1886 this 
brewery manufactured 446,791 hectolitres 
of beer. A hectolitre contains twenty-six 
gallons. The out-put of the Spaten 
Brewery was, therefore, 11,616,566 gallons, or 
363,017 barrels of beer. The next largest 
brewery among the German-speaking people 
is that of Anton Dreher of Vienna, Austria. 
Dreher’s brewery in 1886 manufactured 429, 050 
hectolitres or 348,603 barrels. The Lawen- 
brau Brewing Association of Munich, 
whose beer is known to every 
drinker of the beverage in Germany, 
manufactured 311,115 hectolitres of beer in the 
same period, equal to 252,780 barrels or 8,088,- 
990 gallons. The St. Marx brewery of Vienna, 
the fourth largestin the two countries, pro- 
duced 364,900 hectolitres, or 299,480 barrels of 
beer. The brewery of G. Pschorr, a popular 
brewer of Munich, turned out 290, 400 hectolitres 
of beer according to the last report, an equiv- 
alent of 235,950 barrels. The establishment of 
the Liesing Brewing Association of Vienna 
manufactured 287,480 hectolitres of beer, or 
170,764 barrels. The total out-put of these six 
leading breweries of Bavaria and Austria is 
1,670,594 burrels of beer. There are innumer- 
able small establishments, but these six larger 
ones serve to give some idea of the magnitude 
of the industry in those countries. In the 
manufacture of the quantity of beer shown ih 
the product of these six breweries, over one 
hundred and forty millions of pounds of malt 
were used. 

To those of our own community who are not 
tinged with prohibitory theories there will be 
some satisfaction in learning that this city has 
not only the largest brewery in this country, 
but the largestin the worid. The Anheuser- 
Busch 1 Association in the period 
covered by the official report from which 
the above is taken, manufactured and sold 
1,312,000 gallons of beer, equaling 410,000 bar- 
rels, or 504,653 hectolitres, an excess of more 
than 10 per t above the production of the 
Spaten Brewery of Munich, the largest Euro- 
pean brewery. Experts in the man 
ot beer are not slow to ony that the guality 
also of the Anheuser-Busch excelé that ot 
its European rival in about the same ratio.

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FIGHTING THE ICE POOL. 


LIVELY OPOSITION TO THE BIG “COMBINE” 
IN THE NORTH END. 


An Ice Dealer Who Sells Ice at One-Half the 
Pool Price—Efforts of the Combination to 
Break Him Up—Offers Made to His Cus- 
tomers to Furnish Ice at 10 Cents a Hun- 
dred—Condition of the Fight. 


The St. Louis Ice Association, more popu- 
larly, or, rather, unpopularly, known as the 
ice pool, has only one hard rival, who has yet 
been discovered, in St. Louis. This rival, 
however, is a thorn in the side of the ice pool, 
and is causing the tights of the combination a 
vast amount of thought and labor. 

This rival is Michael Holahan, who keeps a 
coal and ice-yard onthe northeast corner of 
Main and Palm streets, adjoining the Wabash 
tracks. Mr. Holahanis an old man, whose 
hairand beard have been whitened by the 
storms of several winters, and he has been 
in the ice business only one month, 
but he is running the liveliest opposi- 
tion to the pool that can be imagined. 
He is assisted by an active partner, Mr. 
O’Brien, one of the yardmasters of the Wa- 
hash. Mr. Holahan had conducted a coal- 
yard at his place of business for a number of 
years, and when the ice pool was formed for 
the summer, the coal season being over, he 
and his partner, learning where they could 
obtain immense quantities of ice at a price 
which would enable them to sell at 
reasonable rates, determined to go into 
the business and sell ice at a fair price 
which would not gouge their customers and 
would yield fair profits. 

THEY OPENED THE ICE DEPOT 
on April 1, and o les at 20 cents a hun- 
dred pounds at wagon and car lots and at 30 
cents when delivered in small quantities. The 
pool prices range from 45 to 60 cents a hun- 
dred, and the cut was therefore down to 
less than one-half. From a few pounds 
on the first day the business grew 


until now the depot sends out from fifteen to 
twenty tons a day, and all the heavy consum- 
ers in that part of the city buy from Holahan, 
and seven wagons are kept busy peddling 
from door to door. 

This rujnons opposition became known to 
the pool very quickly and means were adopted 
to Al it off. It would never do to have an ice 
depot disposing of the cooling commodity 
at a price which not only proved that the 

ool sold at more than double what ice should 
be sold at, but.at the same time invading the 
business of the pool at a terrible rate. The 
city had been siiced up and distributed by the 
pool and the members resented any agents 
coming in and taking a slice of their spoils, 
About twelve days ago a young man by the 
name of Charles Wenzler appeared on the 
scene with several assistants and secured 
from W. Saeger the feed-store man 
on the corner of Broadway and Palm the 

rivilege of weighing his ice on the scales of 

he store. Holahan has a couple of switch 
tracks rented from the Wabash on which he 
keeps his ice and coal cars. Wenzier had a car 
of ice run in on one of the tracks and began 
operations. He had a number of cards struck 
off offering to sell pure Northern ice at 10 cents 
a hundred, just half the Holahan price, and 
distributed them broadcast. Men and boys 
stood around the Holahan yard and watched for 
customers often chasigg them down the street 
to give them cards. These men claimed at 
first not to be in the interest ofthe pool, but 
the mode of operation and the anxiety to draw 
away the trade from the Holahan depot were 
sufficient evidence to the ice consumers in the 
neighborhood that the pool was at the bottom 
ot it. More than this several heavy dealers in 
the pool were frequently seen in the neighbor- 
hood in consultation with the men, and a 
whole up of them were in the Wabash yards 
two days ago inspecting the depot and the cars 


of ice. 
SEVERAL HEAVY CONSUMERS 

say that they have been approached and have 
been offered ice at 10 cents, and that threats 

have been used to induce them to quit deali 

with Holahan. They have been told th 
Holahan had only a small quantity of ice and 
when this was consumed they would have to 
return to the pool and would be charged 
$1 a hundred for — dropped it 
to build up an opposition. The consumers: 
have laughed at these threats, depending on 
the assurance of Mr. Holahan that he has ice 
enough in sight to furnish the city for the 
whole summer. Wenzler put up a sign on the 
feed store, and: it was ordered down by Mr.
